Head Quarters, 1st and 3d Mililary 
Depariment, New York, June 2, 1817 
Sir,—Your letter of the 3d ultimo, was 
handed to me about the 22nd, and has not 
been read, I might say thought of, since. — 
These circumstances will show you that. it is 
my wish to reply to you “ dispassionately.” 
I regret that I cannot accept the challenge 
you offer me. Perhaps 1 may he restrained 
from wishing to level a pistol at the breast 
of a fellow-being, in private combat, by a 
sense of religion ; but lest this motive should 
excite the ridicule of gentleman of liberal 
habits of thinking and acting, I beg leave to 
add, that I decline the honor of your invita- 
tion from patriotic scruples. [!!] My am- 
bition is not that of Erostratus. I should 
think it would be easy for you to console 
yourself under this refusal, by the applica- 
tion of a few epithets, as coward, &c., to the 
object of your resentment, and I here pro- 
mise to leave you until the next war, to per- 
suade yourself of their truth.

WINFIELD SCOTT. 

To Gen. Andrew Jackson, Commanding 
the Southern Division of the United States 
Army. 
In April, 1819, DeWitt Clinton, of New 
York, a talented and high-toned man, made 
the following publication in the newspapers 
of the day in regard to General Scott. It 
explains itself:

Gen. Rcott, of the army of the United States, 
having, in a letter of the 3d of January, 
1817, to Gen. Jackson, insinuated that | 
had written, dictated or instigated an anon- 
ymous letter to the latter gentleman, for un- 
worthy motives and improper purposes; and 
having also: concealed: the imputation from 
me antil the publication of a pamphlet which 
reached me on the 4th inst., I have consid- 
ered it proper to declare that I had no agen- 
cy or participation in writing, dictating or 
in instigating any anonymons letter whatev: 
.er to Gen.Jackson—and that I am entirely 
ignorant of the author<and that the intima- 
tion of Gen. Scott is totally and unqualified: 


ly false, ta all intents dnd purposes, and in 
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all respects. ‘This declaration is made from 
motives of respect for public opinion, and not 
from any regard for Gen. Scott, whose con- 
dact on this occasion, is such a total depar- 
tore from honor and propriety, as to render 
him unworthy of the notice of a man who 
bas any respect for himself. 

It is not probable that I can at this time 
have any recollection of having had the hon- 
or of seeing Gen. Scott on the 9th of Jan. 
1817, at a dinner in New York, or of the 
topic of conversation as he suggests; cir- 
cumstances so unimportant are not apt to be 
impressed upon the memory. But I feel a 
confident persuasion that [ did not make use 
of any expression incompatible with the high 


respect which I entertain for Gem Jackson.

After this publication had been before the 
country a considerable length of time, De 
Witt Clinton was elected Governor of New 
York, and upon his inauguration took a pub. 
lic oath, of the most binding character, 
against duelling. As soon as Governor Clin- 
ton had taken upon himself the oath of of.- 
fice, General Scott challenged him to fight 
a duel, on account of the above publication. 
In reply to this challenge, Gov. Clinton in- 
formed the General that he would “ hold his 
challenge under advisement, until he (Scott) 
should settle an un-adjusted difficulty be- 
tween himself and one Andrew Jackson.

BATTLE OF FORT MOULTRIE. 


1—THE FORTIFICATION. 


ae, 

The front was square, with a bastion at 
each angle, sufficiently large to contain, 
when finished, one thousand men. It was 
built of palmetto logs, laid one upon the oth- 
er, in two parallel rows, at sixteen feet dis- 
tanee; bound together at intervals with tim- 
ber dove-tailed, and bolted into the logs.— 
The spaces between the two lines of logs, 
were filled up with sand; and the merlons 
were walled entirely by palmetto logs, notch- 
ed into one another at the angles—well bolt- 
ed together, and strengthened with pieces of 
timber. They were sixteen feet thick, filled 
in with sand, and ten feet high above the 
platforms ; and the platforms were support- 


ed by brick pillars. 
The fort was only Snished on the front 


or south-eastern curtain and bastion, and 
on the south-western curtain and bastion; 
the north-eastern curtain, and the north-west 


ing logged up only about seven feet high. 
Necessity, however, devised an expedient 
for making the unfinished parts tenable 
against an escalade; by placing thick, long 
planks upright against the unfinished outside 
wall, but inclined and projecting over it; 
which raised the height to ten or fifteen feet 
more—and through which, loop holes were 
cut, for the use of rifles, or musketry. ‘The 
platform, therefore, as finished, only extend- 
ed along the south-eastern front of the fort-— 
and its south western side. Upon these 
platforms, the cannon were mounted. On 
the south-east bastion, the flag staff was fix- 
ed, bearing’ a blue flag, with a white crescent, 
on which was emblazoned the word Liberty : 
and three eighteen and nine pounders were 
mounted there. On the south-east curtain, 
six 27 French pounders and three 18 Eng- 
lish pounders were placed; and on the wes- 
tern bastion connected with it, three 26 
French pounders, and two 9 pounders, were 
stationed. On the south-west curtain, six 
cannon were mounted, 12 and 9 pounders. 
Connected with the front angle of each rear 
bastion of the fort, lines of defence called 

cavaliers, were thrown up fora small distance 
on the right and left of the fort; and three 
12 pounders, mounted in each of them. So 
that the wholo number of cannon mounted 
in the fort and cavaliers on each side, were 
thirty-one; of which, only twenty-five at 
any possible time, could bear upon the ene- 
my, stationed in front of the fort, and even 
then, four nine pounders on the two inner 
sides of the front bastions could be scarcely 
used. Narrow platforms or banquetts were 
placed along the walls, where the plank was 
raised against them, for the men to stand 
upon, and fire through the loop-holes. Such 
was the situation of Fort Sullivan on the 27th 
day of June; and its garrison consisted of 
the second South Carolina regiment of in- 
fantry, amounting to 413 of all ranks; and 
a detachment of the fourth South Carolina 
regiment of artillery of 22; amounting to- 
gether, to 435: the whole being under the 


command of colonel William Moultrie, of the 
above Second Re,iment. 
‘Nearly midway between Fort Sullivan 


and Charleston, Fort Johnson was situated ; 
having upwards of twenty heavy cannon, of 
French 26 and English 48 pounders. Its 


garrison consisted of the first South Caroli-| 


na Regiment of Infantry, amounting to about 
480; and a sinall detachment of artillery, 
commanded by Col. Christopher Gadsden of 
the above First Kegimept. And nearer the 
town, on its left, was the battery on James’ 
Island,’ mounted with about twelve heavy 
cannon, which raked the channel, in ap- 
proaching Charleston frém Fort Johnson ; 
and where Captain Thomas Pinckney of the 


First Regiment, with his conipany, was stat 
tioned. 


2—THE BATTLE GROUND. 

On the morning of F riday the 28th day of 
June, Col. Moultrie rode to the north-eastern 
point of Sullivan’s Island, to visit the troops 
stationed there, under Col. Taomson.— 
When he arrived, he saw the enemy’s boats 
in motion at the back of Long-Island, as if 
they intended a descent upon that advanced 
post: and at the same time, he perceived the 
men-of war loose their top sails. This 
having heen the signal of their getting under 
way the day before, he hurried back to the 
fort, and on his arrival, immediately ordered 
the long roll to beat, avd the officers and 
men to their posts. The guns were scarce- 
ly manned, and powder issued from the mag- 
azine, when the Britlsh squadron was per- 
ceived with their courses drawn up bearing 
down upon Fort Sullivan; and at the same 
time, between ten and eleven o'clock, the 
Thunder bomb-ship, covered by the Friend- 
ship, an armed vessel of twenty-six guns, an- 
chored a mile and a half, bringing the sali- 
ent angle of the eastern bastion to near 
north by west, and began to throw shells up- 
on the fort—one of which fell upon the mag- 
azine, but did no considerable damage. The 
flood tide being strong, and the wind fair 
from the southward west, the Active, 28 
guns, the Bristol, 50 guns, the Experiment 
50 guns, and Solebay, 28 guns, soon came 
within striking distance of the fort, when a 
fire of cannon commenced upon them from 
the south-western bastion. But the Active, 
which was the leading ship, continued her 
course, until she arrived within four hundred 
yards of the fort, when she anchored with 
springs on her cable, and poured in her 
broadside of cannon balls. The Bristol, 
Experiment, and Solebay, ranging up in the 
rear of the Active, anchored in like manner 
leaving intervals between each other ; and 
the Syren and Active of 28 guns, and 
Sphinx, of 20 guns, formed a line parallel 
with them, opposite the intervals. The ex- 
ample of the Active was followed by the 
ships, as they took their stations; and a 
heavy and incessant cannonade issued from 
their batteries; while from the fort a return 
was made, slow, but sure. When this se- 
vere trial of metal and skill was going on be- 
tween the veteran ships of the British navy, 
and the newly raised troops of an infant re- 
public, from a low fort of palmetto logs, the 
Thunder bomb-ship was throwing thirteen 
inch shells in quick succession—several of 
which fell inte the fort; they were, however, 


-| immediately baried ia the leose sand, so that 


ern curtain and bastion were unfinished; be-| 


very few of them burst upon the garrison. 
3--THE MORNING AFTER THE BATTLE. 
The morning of the 29th June, presented 
a humiliating prospect to British pride. To 
the south-west of the fort, at the distance of 
near a mile, lay the Aceton frigate fast 
ashore on the Lower Middle-Ground. Bv- 
low the fort, about two miles and a half, the 


men-of-war and transports were riding at 


anchor, opposite Morris’ Island ; while Sir 
Peter Parker’s broad pendant was hardly to 
be seen, on a jury main-top-mast, considera- 
bly lower than the fore-mast of his ship.— 
And on the left, General Clinton was kept in 
check, by the troops under Colonels Thomp- 
son and Mehlenburg. On the contrary, how 
glorious were the other points of view!— 
The azure colors of the forte fixed on a 
spunge-staff, waved gently on the wind,— 
boats were passing and repassing in safety, 
from and to, the fort and Charleston; and 
the hearts of the people were throbbing with 
gratitude and the most exhilarating tran- 
sports! From this time, in commemoration 
of the victory, and in honor of Col. William 
Moultrie who won it, the fort was called af. 
ter his name.

CAROLINE MATILDA, QUEEN OF 
DENMARK. 


The official journal of Copenhagen prints 
a letter copied—it is said, for the first time— 
from the secret archives of the State, writ- 
ten hy the unhappy Queen of Denmark, Ca- 
roline Matilda, sister to George IIT. Few in- 
cidents in modern story are wrapt in greater 
mystery than the rise and course of the dark 
accusation made against the honor of that 
young queen and mother. The supposed ac- 
complices in her shame suffered an ignomini- 
ous death ; she was driven from court and 
from her children, under the most terrible of 
stigmas; her royal relatives espoused her 
cause with doubt and hesitation; and she 
died probably of a broken heart before she 
wastwenty-four years old, in exile and dis- 
grace. Yet her guilt was rever proved to 
the satisfaction of the impartial ; and history 
begins to show many signs of a disposition 
to reverse in her case the verdict of the infe- 
rior courts. The letter, which we subjoin, 
is one of the pleas that the tribunal of history 


will not refuse to receive in evidence. Thus 
it rung: 
“ Sire, we the solemn hour of death I ad- 


dress myself to you, my Royal brother, in 
order to manifest to you my feelings of gra- 
titude for the kindness you have shown me 
during my life and particularly daring my 
long misfortunes, I die willingly, for there 
is nothing to bind me to this world, neither 
my youth nor the enjoyments which might 
sooner or later be my portion. Besides, can 

life havé any charts for a woman who is re- 
toved fori all those whom she loves ant 
cherishes—her husband, her children, her 


brothers, and sisters? I, who am a Queen, 
and the issue of a Royal race, have led the 
most wretched life, and furnish the world 
a fresh example that the crown and the scep- 
tre cannot protect those who wear them from 
the greatest misfortunes. I declare that I 
am innocent, and this declaration I write 
with a trembling band, bathed with the cold 
sweat of death. I am innocent. The God 
whom I invoke, who created me, and who 
will soon judge me, is a witness of my inno- 
cence. I humbly implore Him that He will, 
after my death, convince the world, that I 
have never merited any of the terrible accu- 
sations by which my cowardly enemies have 
sought to blacken my character, tarnish my 
reputation, and trample under foot my royal 
dignity. Sire, believe your dying sister, a 
queen, and, what is still more, 2 christian, 
who, with fear and horror would turn her 
eyes towards the next world, if her last con- 
fession were a falsehood. Be assured I die 
with pleasure, for the wretched regard death 
asa blessing. But what is more painful to 
me than the agonies of death, is that none of 
the persons whom I love are near my death- 
bed to give me a last adieu, to console me 
by a look of compassion, and to close my 
eyes. Nevertheless, I am not alone, God, 
the only witness of my innocence, sees me 
at this moment, when, lying on my solitary 
couch, I am a prey to the most excruciating 
agonies. My guardian angel watches over 
me ; he will soon conduct me where | may 
in quiet pray for my well-beloved, and even 
for my executioner: Adiev, my royal bro- 
ther ; may heaven load you with its blessings, 
as well as my husband, my children, Eng- 
land, Denmark,: and the whole world. J] 
supplicate you to allow my body to be laid 
in the tomb of my ancestors, and now re- 
ceive the last adieu of your unfortunate sister, 
“ Carouine Matitpa.”

Church Members and Temperance. 

Mr. Eptror: Ever sinee the fall, man has 
been prone to evil, and to seek in some way or 
other improper gratifications ; and there is no 
one gratification to which men so often resort, 
and no one so distructive, as the use of intoxica- 
ting liquors, as a beverage. It tends to form an 
artificial appetite which is dangerous and ruin- 
ous in its consequences; and as! profess to feel 
the importance of temperance, and knowing the 
responsibility that rests on those who have en- 
listed in this good cause, these must be my a 
pologyfor giving these opinions on this impor- 
tant subject. 

Intemperance is a subject that is much spo- 
ken of at the present time, and there is an opin- 
ion abroad in the land, that church members 
should not sign a temperance pledge. I am 
satisfied that every man and woman, capable 
of moral feeling and reflection, must admit that 
intemperance is an evil; that it is not only a 
moral but a national evil; and as we are trying 
to reform those evils, where should we look for 
help, but from those who are the constituted 
guardians of the public welfare; and for the 
manner in which they discharge those duties 
incumbent on them as citizens of the world, or 
as the professed followers of Christ, they are re- 


sponsible to God. 
“To him that knoweth to do good, and doeth 


it not, to him it #s sin.” Where is the man that 
does not know that intemperance is an evil ?— 
Cannot efery man see the rapid strides intem- 
perance has, and is, making in our country-- 
that we have been called to mourn over the fall 
of genius and worth before its desolating sway ? 
Have we not seen some, “ protessing godliness,” 
whose every breath was nauseous with the efflu- 
via of ardent spirits ? 

Yet men will tell us there is no propriety in 
church members signing a temperance pledge! 
We believe, as a member of the church of Christ, 
there is no impropriety in signing a pledge to ab- 
stain from an evil practice. 

There have been times in the history of the 
church, when church members entered into a 
solemn compact to adhere to certain doctrines. 
And here we would direct attention to a cove- 
nant or pledge entered into by members of the 
Jewish church, recorded in the 9th and 10th 
chapter of Nehemiah. Here we find that the 
Jewish church became so corrupt that they 
drew up a pledge, which was signed and sealed 
by a goodly number of persons. 


* All they that had separated themselves from 
the people of the Iands, unto the laws of God, 
their wives, their sons and their doughters, ev- 
ery one having knowledge and having under- 
standing, they clave to their brethren, their no- 
bles, and entered into a curse, and intoan oath, 
to walk in God's law, which was given by Mo- 
ses the servant of God, and to observe and do 
all the commandments of the Lord, our Lord 
and his judgments and his statutes.” ; 


We do not pretend to say the above is a tem- 
perance pledge, but it does show that the Jew- 


ish church had departed from that law, which | 


was given by God to Moses as a rule to govern 
them untill the coming of Christ. The above 
transaction shows that they saw no impropriety 
in taking on themselves additional obligation, 
and was calculated in its very nature to fortify 
them against temptation, and to be a constant 
argument for them to use in exhorting and re- 
proving each other. 

Now, if the Jewish church saw no impropri- 
ety in signing a pledge for the purpose of cor- 
recting certain evils that had grown up in the 


‘chirch, there is certainly no impropriety in 


church members signing a pledge at the present 
time, to correct an evil which has caused many 
professors of religion to dishonor their Losd and 


Master. 
Yet some are disposed to reason this way: that 


we find temperance among the fruits of the spir- 
it. This kind of temperance we have very 
little to do with as temperance Societies. We 
believe that God, by the appropriate means is 
alone able to produce that temperance which 
is the fruit of the spirit. But because we can- 
not exert a saving influence over a lost and ru- 
ined world, shall we fold our arms and shut our 
eyes, and do nothing? If we cannot make men 
christians, shall we not try to make them sober 
men # 

It is temperance, as a social or a moral virtue, 
that we are trying to impress upon the minds 
of the people ; yet at the same time we helieve 
it to be our duty to implore the spirit of God to 
produce in us and our fellow men faith, love, 
joy, temperance and all the christian graces ; 
and if church members do not set the exam- 
ple of temperance and sobriety, who do we ex- 
pect to lead the way ? 

We admit the fact, that if all were members 
of the church and would live up to their obliga- 
tions as christians, there would be no necessity 
for temperance organizations ; and we verily be- 
lieve that if the churches generally would take 
an active part in this matter, in a short time we 
would see intemperance, with all its train of 
evils, skulk back into its native hell, and there 
remain. Grog would be banished from our 
country. It could no longer be said that 
church members were the principal supporters 
of grog shops. 
Now, my christian triend, what will be your 
course in the future? Will you unite with us 
in our efforts to redeem a lost and ruined world 
from under the power and influence of King 
Alchohol, or will you throw yourselves back on 
that detestible neutrality, in the cause of God! 
Will you refuse to occupy the higher-ground 
principle of concerted action. 
And, in conclusion, permit me to make a sug- 
gestion to all temperance mer in our District, 
that we appoint a time and place to meet and 
impress upon the minis ef the people the im- 
portance of temperance. If the above suggestion 
should meet the approval of temperance men 
generally, we hope some one will be so kind as 
to designate the time and place of meeting. 
I shall close for the present, with the expect- 
ation of continuing my remarks at another time, 
by your permission.

The Last French Infernal Machine. 

A letter from Paris; to the London Times, 
gives the follewing account of the recently dis- 
covered apparatus, supposed to have been pro- 
pared to accomplish the death of Louis Napoleon 


“ The discovery of the secret fabrication of 
arms of a peculiar destructive character in the 
suburba of Paris is fully confirmed, as well as 
the pumber of arrests made in consequence of 
such discovery. The place, however, is not 
the Batignolles, but a solitary house in the Rue 
Reine Blanche, near the barrier of Fontaine- 
bleau, which was the theatre of the murder of 
General Brea and his Aide-de-camp in the June 
meurrection of 1848. Several versions of the 
objects for which these warlike instruments were 
intended circulated last evening, and even to- 
day there are two stories told. Jt wassaid that 
an infernal machine, on the model of Fieschi's, 
was the form these destructive instruments 
were eventually to assume, and that, in fact the 
machine was very near its completion when the 
conspirators were interrupted in their work 
Others say that they were to be used as porta- 
ble cannon to be planted on barricades, which 
would suppose that an idea of a new insurrec- 
tionary movement was in contemplation. The 
material employed consisted of pieces of gas- 
pipes sufficiently large to contain each a con- 
demalas quantity of bullets, and which could 
be carried under the arm. They were fabriea- 
ted, it appears, with considerable skill, and 
every precaution was taken to prevent bursting, 
or missing their aim when fired. But whether 
intended to be used on the occasion of any cere- 
mony, such as the 15th of August next, or for 
other and more general purposes, it is stated as 
certain that a considerable quantity of powder 
and ba!] were found in the house in question, as 
well as instruments for making ammunition. 
Documents also are said to have been found at 
the residence of the parties taken into custody, 


and which would go to establish connexion with + 


the French refugees. The parties are now 
lodged in the prison at Mazas, and I am told 
other arrests were made in the course of the 
evening.” 

A letter written on the next day. gives the 
following additional particulars : 


“The prefect of police has been some time 
aware that certain individuals, remarkable for 
the violence of their political opinions, were or- 
gamizing a secret society with the object of as- 
sassinating Louis Napoleon and overthrowing 
the existing government. The conspirators 


chose for their place of meeting a lonely house 


in the rue De la Reine Blanche, nearly opposite 
the Gobelins, of which one of the body, a tailor, 
was porter. The Prefect ot Police discovered 
further that they were afflicted with other So- 
cialists, and that they were busy in fabricating 
infernal machines of a new description. The 
Prefect constantly determined to catch the con- 
spirators flagrant delicto, and for that purpose 
he commanded that a body of police should sur- 
round the house at the moment he was informed 
the parties should be at work. His commands 
were executed on Thursday morning last. When 
the police entered the house they found two 
men busily employed in covering some gas pipes 
with tar cloth. Other individuals were subse- 
quently discovered similarly ry and 
among them several women. All those per- 
sons to the number of 13 were immediately ar- 
rested, and a strict search made in their dwel- 
ling. The result of the search has been the 
seizure of various documents, receipts for fab- 
ricating gunpowder, and letters from come mem- 
bers of the Revolutionary Committee established 
in London. 

“« The police authorities, guided by the infor- 
mation contained in the documents seized, con- 
tinued their investigations, and within the last 
two days they have arrested altogethor 32 in- 
dividuals, including seven women and a young 
girl. Among the 19 persons last arrested there 
were found writings which appear to connect 
them with the secret society in the Rue de la 
Reine Blanche. At the lodgings of one of them 
was found a machine similar to the first dis- 
covered. The greater number of persons arrest- 
ed belong to the operative classes. There are 
among them tailors, masons, stonecutters, shoe- 
makers, cabinetmakers, traunkmakers, cartma- 
kers, leather breechesmakers, and among the 
women fancy dressmakers. There is likewise 
Charles Pelletier, an ex-schoolmaster; Dr. Favre, 
a physician ; M. Corbet, a barrister ; M. Mar- 
tin, a clerk in public office ; M. Nouvel, one of 
Caussidiere’s Montagnards, and five of the in- 
surgents of June who were transported and sub- 
mreoaiy percents. The following details are 
from the Patrie : 


‘“ The information which we have obtained 
since yesterday enables us tu confirm the ac- 
counts we have already published relative toa 
conspiracy in Paris. ‘The plot is but too real, 
and we even go the length of declaring that it 
has not much sorprised us. That notwithstand- 
ing the security which we enjoy, and the as- 
sent given by France to the Chief of the State, 
and the lively sympathies which surronnd and 
support the Government, there are still dema- 
gogues incorrigible enough to dream of the vio- 
lent overthrow of our constitution, can cause 
but a very moderate share of astonishment. 
We are, however, at present delivered from 
allapprehension, for plots, although they may 
be formed, can never degenerate into emeutes. 
Thankstothe vigilance and activity of the Go- 
vernment, they will always be stifled in their 
birth. Fresh arrests have been made to-day, 
and among them are an advocate, a physician, 
an ex-communal teacher, an ex-lieutenant of ar- 
tillery, some old Montagnards, and some pri- 
soners who have been liberated from Belle-Isle.”

On Saturday evening, about 7 o'clock, the 


Rev..Mr. Ryland, pastor of the African Baptist 
Chareh, of which Jane Williams is a member, 
visited her, and exhorted her to make her peace 
with God, as she would undoubtedly be hung.

IRELAND.—In Ireland religions jealousies have 
been dragged prominently into the elections, 
and riots of a serious character have occurred 
at Cork, Belfast, and Limerick and elsewliere. 
The war cry on either side was, ‘* Protestant” 
ar.d ** Catholic,” and to this tune heads were 
cracked, windows broken, and people shot down 
in the streets. At Belfust three persons were 
shot—one mortally. A detachment of mili- 
tary has been sent to Cork, where great appre 
hensions prevail that the disturbances will be 
renewed. 


The Limerick Reporter of July 13th contains 
the following under the heading, ‘* The City ir 
a State of Siege :” 

“ Artillery with lighted matches make an ex- 
citing display as they go through the street with 
their guns of heavy metal. Dragoons parade 
the streets with drawn swords and carbines load- 
ed. The approaches to the city in every quarter 
are occupied by strong detachments of military 
and police.” 


Saunder’s News Letter, of Wednesday, con- 
tains the following : 


‘* Limerick, Tuesday——The excitement 
thronghout the city continues unabated. After 
my despatch last evening the mob traversed all 
quarters .n search of such of the Roman Cathve- 
lic Electors as were pledged to support Mr. Rus- 
sell. Lieutenant Knatchbull. 3d dragoon guards, 
was one of the officers badly wounded in the 
conflict yesterday. Mr. Barron, stipendiary 
magistrate, was also struck, and Mr. Thompson 
Russell, brother of the candidate, was knocked 
down and maltreated. The mob destroyed the 
residences of several respectable electors..— 
This day they visited the liberties to intimidate 
the.voters, but were repulsed by the military.— 
The field pieces of adtillery were Called into re- 
quisition, in addition to the force, and the mag- 
istrates held a meeting. 


At the hour I write, nine o'clock, tranqullity 
prevails.”

MIXING SOILS. 

Some nine or ten years ago, in the early 
part of my farming, I had occasion to deepen 
a well about six or eight feet. The earth 
thrown out was a tenacious blue clay just 
damp enough to cut into lumps, and adhe- 
sive enough to remain so. After finishing 
the wel], the man who had charge of the farm 
was at a loss to know where to deposit it. 
Having a rare sandy knoll in one of the fields, 
which was not inaptly termed, “ personal 
property,” from its being wafted about by 
every breeze, here to-day and there to-mor- 
row, it occurred to me that the clay would 
hold the sand and form a soil. I accordingly 
ordered it to be depusited there in heaps, the 
same as if manure. This was in the sum- 
mer. In the fall the Jumps were scattered 
over the surlace, and left to the action of the 
rain and frost. In the spring it was found 
to have broken down crumbled and slacked 
like lime.

Having experienced sueh beneficial effects 
from mixing clay with sand, I was afterwards 
iuduced to try what effect sand would’ have 
on a rather retentive soil. The garden at 
Three Hill Farm, is a stiff clay loam resting 
on a strong tenacions sub-soil, rather inclin- 
ing to moisture. The second year after I 
purchased and took possession of it, I caused 
a coat of sand, from six to eight inches in 
depth, to be put on one of the squares, which 
was spaded in with the manure, and I had 
the satisfaction to witness the most grati- 
fying and happy results—the crop on that 
square was far superior to any other in the 
garden. Since then I have caused over five- 
hundred one-horse cart-loads of sand to be 
put in the garden, and the effect is still visible, 
although the sand has disappeared.— Poole.

Guanpers 1n Horszs.—To the present 
time,no veterinary surgeon in the United 
Kingdom, or of the continent of Europe, 
has found a specific for the direful scourge 
of glanders ; and the horses of her Majesty’s 
cavalry regiments, so condemned, are con- 
signed to the slaughter-house now as they 
were sixty years ago, previous to veterinary 
surgery becoming a science in this country. 
At the large Veterinary College at Alfort, a 
discovery has just been made which if it is to 
be relied on, is of the highest importance to 
all owners of horses. 
The “ Recueil de Medicine Veterinaire de 
Partique” states that a horse having a chro- 
nic affection of the glanders was subjected 
to the influence of aconite. This exotic plant 
is better known in this country as Monks 
Hood or Wolf's Bane (Aconitum Napellus) 
and from its bearing an ornamental flower, 
is now to be met with in almost every gar- 
den. It has long been notorious as a deadly 
poison, it was given to the horse alluded to 
in small doses, commencing with two 
drachms of the leaves of the plant, and grad- 
ually increased for nearly twelve days. The 
experiment, it is added, proved successful.

To Maxe Goop Burtrer--The day before 
churning, scald the cream in a clean iron 
kettle, over a clear fire, taking care that it 
does not boil over. As soon as it begins to 
-boil or is fully scalded, strain it, when the 
particles of milk which have a tendency to 
+sour and change the butter are left behind 
The vessel into which it was strained should 
then be immersed in a tub of water, and 
pluced in a cellar, till next morning, when it 
will be ready for churning. By this method 
butter can be made in less than one-fourth 
the time required by the common method 
The butter will also be hard, and possess a 
peculiar sweetness, which will not change. 
As by this process the butter comes sooner 
and the butter milk is more readily worked 
out, a great saving of labor is effected. Good 
butter may, by following this plan, be made 
in the hottest weather.

Manure ror Cappace.—The cabbage is 
a gross feeder; therefore the bed intended 
for them should be liberally dressed with pu- 
trescent manure, it should have a very free 
dressing of ashes, as it delights in potash and 
its other constituents. If your supply of 
ashes are not sufficient to give your beda 
good dressing, water them once a week with 
the soap-suds made in your family.—No 
better manure can be given them. You 
must not neglect to give your cabbages oc- 
casional dusting with plaster. In times of 
of drought your cabbage beds must be free- 
ly watered.
